been liTiDg twice as fast. They have main 
tained armies twice as numerons, and saf- 
fei]»4 lofifa twiee as Urge. The Coafederates 
havb ralaed^JKlp.tyX) men, lost 250.000. acd 
are proposlog to raise another 100.000. The 
Federals hare raised, according to varions 
estimates, from 1.000.000 to 1 230,000. have 
lost 500000 or 600.000. and are preparing 
to raise SCO 000 more. They haveexpendod, 
therefore, as much of strength as the Sooth 
has done; and there eeems, indeed, every 
reason to believe that President Davis will 
obtain bis 100,000 fresh troops more easily 
than President Lincoln bis 300.000, In fact, 
however tfr. SOward may speak of tbe ftfsz- 
banatible fesonrcss of the North in "money, 
materlat and men,** there are signs enoogh 
of a decline in tbe snpply of soldiers. En- 
listing has failed, vofdateering has failed, 
and it is very plain that the conscription is 
DOW failing. Nor can we wonder at tbe 
event, or regard it as premature. 

Let the reader imagine, if be can, five 
armies as large a.s our present army raised, 
not from Great Britain and Ireland, but from 
Bngland and Wales alone, in the space of 
two years, and be will get an idea of tbe 
draughts made upon tbeNorth. The State 
of Illinois alone has wot between ISO.OOO 
and 140,000 troops to the war, which is aa 
mnch aa if we wemto raise a force of that 
magnitade from the sontbern division of the 
county of Lancaster. It is a race of ruin, iu

Seventy-five thousand m<»n, exclnsive of 
the military, are employed in carrying out 
the Consription Act. Nearly the Siime 
number of soldiers are di.stributed throngh- 
out tbe loyal States to keep the people quiet 
daring its enforcement. The roost liberal 
estimste of the number of conscripts secured 
by this immense army is sixty thousand, 
which is probably c|uite double tbe aetoal 
number it will Inring into the ield. Would 
it not bo belter to draift the Provost Marshals 
and their assistants, clerks and detectives, 
and cease piyiii^ any attention to the con- 
scripts? The Government would thus se- 
cure a ready-made army, with the advar.tige 
that every indivi-lual member thereof is in 
favoiir of a *>igoroae prosecution of tbe war."

JEvvlng's Depopulated District. 
We reeeiv^ed a call this wimk fswi|u||la 
Hon. Davis Wilson, a member of a^pSpso' 
from Riley county in 1862. He la at pro- 
sent connected with the Provoat Manhal's 
office of tbe District of tlM Border at Kaasas 
City. We learn from him that Gen. Bw- 
ing*a Order — No. 11— that four counties of 
Miswnri should be depopulated, has heen 
carried out to the letter — that is, the origin- 
al order has been carried out. It will be 
recollected that a supplementary order was 
is.-ued by Gen. Bwing. to the efTect. that no 
buildings were to be destroyed — they were 
to be saved, to be occupied by loyal inhabit- 
ants. Mr. Wilson informs us that but very 
few bouses are left io a s trip of country some 
30 by 100 miles, etcept around the towns. 
Tbe men in that region were almost wholly 
in tbe rebel army, and have been for a long 
time. The women and childreu had all left 
since tho promulgation of the order, taking 
what furniture and stock they chose to; tbe 
furniture le't, together with the houses hav- 
ing been burned 110 bouses, some of them 
of great value — worth it is ssid, as high as 
$2Q^X)0. The whole country has been 
desolated; what few men Remained were 
shot, noleve their loyalty was proved. It is 
a severe lesson; and to those who do not 
know that those counties for years have 
furnished the men who have fobbed, murder- 
ed and devastated Kansas. It may seem 
barbirouj. Thepeople of Kansas, however 
know these facte, and knew that just de- 
vastation was tne only course to insure safe- 
ly to them. — Tcpeki Kansas Record.

The fact is, 
th^t in order to do anything in the world 
worth doing, yoti must not stand shivering 
on the bmk, and thinking of the cold and 
danger, but jump in and scramble through 
as well as you can. It will not do to be per- 
petually calculating risks and adjusting nice 
chances; it did all very well before the 
flood, when a man could consult his friends 
upon an intended publication for a hundred 
and fifty years, and then live to see it suc- 
cess for six or seven centuries afterwards;

There ia so little time for 
over squeamishness at present that the op- 
portunity slips away. The very period of 
life at which a man chooses to venture, if 
ever, is so confined, that it is no bad rule to 
preach up the necessity in such instances, of 
a little violtnce done to tbe feelings, and of 
efforts made in defianoe of atriet and sober 
calculation.

counts half a million of alaugbtered men as 
a aacrifice it has already demanded. Eman- 
cipation, if this civil war is serving, it, has 
long passed beyond tbe point at which it 
could derive aid or assistance from any -ex- 
pression of sympathy. ♦ • • 
Both the Bnglish and the American advo- 
cate at the Leeds meeting, require a good 
deal of extension and correction.

Passion has swept 
people and leaders alike far beyond this 
point. But to make it a complaint that 
spectators of the horrible conflict have not 
approved, the plunge into national ruin is 
unreasonable almost to childishness. Tbe 
communitiea of Europe have merely retain- 
ed tbe power of reaction which Americans 
have lost in theexmtement of battle. While 
grieving over the incidents of the war, we 
can not applaud its purpose, which still 
seems unattainable by force. Whatever

I bave to inform you that I have had 
three fights with the enemy since I left Le- 
qnatchie Vallev, whipping him very badly 
each time, the last battle ending at Farm- 
ington, Tennessee, wbbrel fought Wheeler's 
entire comqiaod with bot two brigades. I 
cut-diiJoroe in two, scattering a large por- 
tion of iti and capturing four pieces of artil- 
lery, ene,.thoasaad,.ateod of cavalry arms, 
and t,wo bandred and forty prisoners, be- 
sides tbe wounded. As I pushed on after 
tbe enemy immediately, I have not been 
able lo ascertain the number of their killed 
Had wounded, but it was very heavy. They 
were scattered over a diatence of fifteen 
miles. From this their ntreat waa a per- 
fect root, their men deaettii^ and otraggKng 
over the eoontry. 

I paesaed them with great vigor, but their 
horses being better than mine, I was only 
able to come np with two regiments at Su- 
gar Creek left to detain me. I made a 
charge on them capturing some 500, and 
scattering the rema'^nder in tbe mountains.

Whkbeas, Tbe term of service of part of 
the volunteer forces of the United States 
will expire during the coming year: And 
whereas, in addition to the mi?n raised by 
the present draft, it is deemed expedient to 
call out 300,000 volunteers towirva for three 
years M^dnring the war; not, however, ex-, 
needing three years.
